W.\>^i'iN(;Tov. .\piil I'lom nnoffl- 
cial advices reai'liiiiK W.;sliiugton. the 
Rciier.il tfrms of the aj^'iccini'Ui s signed 
Monday, by which the war between 
Mexico and Guatemala was averted, are 
Ruh.st:intially known. Me.\ico's demands 
were in the form of nu ultimatnm sent 
by Secretary Mari.soal on Nov. a7, em- 
bracing the following puiutH: 

First — Mexico asks satisfaction for in- 
juries received by the invasion of her 
territory and for the vexations of which 
toreiguen and Mezioant catting wood 
in the forests of Agoa Asol, Klgypto, 
San Nicholas and idan Pttdro and the 
Mexican residents at Ayatla have been 
the object. 

becoud— Mexioo also demands ape- 
cuuiary indemnity for the damages sus- 
tained. 

Third— Mexioo also demands indem- 
nity for the expenses of the mobilization 
of her forces and of idraatiiig authorities 
and employes in saitabin places for pub 

lie security on the fnmtier. 

Fourtli — Mexico asks that the labor.s 
of the boundary comniis.sion, iu lu-cord 
ance with the treaty of iSHi, be speedily 
concludwl, said treaty not being ojien to 
discussion. 

It is understood that |;i,Ot)O.DO» wa> 
the amount of the in<le;uimy demaii led 
by .Mf.\ico. Also that si'e ins. .ted on 
( tli.tleinalii disnussinf; lier suiveyur fffll- 
eral. who had taken pai't in locating? the 
bonndiivy line. 

On .Jan. r,' Guatemala aii^Wf-i-i-d the 
nltjniatiiin. It was pacific in loiic, hnt 
did not concede Me.\ico's rijnt ttiilu' 
territory iics:;,'ii.ited in the uitim.i! nm. 
Uv>» to U'*' ri;{ht of a li.ved ca.di indein- 
uity. 

The final iu'^'ot.iat;ons are a conip.-o- 
mise between the ulti:n,;t;iui and iCiily. 
It is believed that Mexico lii'.s .igrcid to 
arbitrate the anumiit of cash indemnity, 
instead of exactiug the #a,t)00.0t)O lirsi 
claimed. 

Senor Romero, the Mexican minister, 
has been k<^pt advised of ttiu ue^ocia- 
tious, but neither iie nor i^euor Arriaga, 
the Guatemalan miuisier, are ,vet in a 
positiuu to make public tlie exact term.s 
on which war was averted, President 
Dias lias announced that the terms 
wonld be communicated to congreu 
later. 

The i.>eace agreement is regjirde l as of 
fnr-reHchiug importance to the C 'nrral 
Americmn scutes, which lias exiiecii:'d I'or 
ths lasc six mouths to be plunged into a 
bl(x)dy stru,(gle. The Mexican army 
and navy havu beou preparing for the 
conflict, and nalc,i)..cionii« have be»>ii 
made as to whei-e the troops wonl<i te 
landed in Guatemala. 

The Mexican army numbern }14,838 on 
a peace footing, tmb 165,000 available 
on a war foatimr. The Gnatema an 
army numbers J.OuO on a peoi^^ footr. g. 

The agi-eemeiit now effected puts an 
end to tne active war preparations.

BiRJJiN .i..\M, Ala., April H.— Six 
members of the worst gang of murder- 
ers and robbers ever kuewn in Alabama 
are iu jail here aa the result of the con 
fession of Lee Harris, who is charged 
with murdering Plaasant Merriweather. 
a suburban grocer, with a hatchet, and 
robbing his store a few nights ago. Jim 
Webb, one of the gang, wan fatally shot 
while resisting arrest. 

According to Harris' confession, he 
and his psls are responsible for the 
murder and robbery of James 8. Thorn- 
ton, a Birmingham grocer, iu Oeoem- 
lier, liie murder of E. Y. Daniel's, an 
Eaxtlake farmer, and attempted murder 
of his wife and datighter last December, 
the murder of William Barnes, a North 
Hinuingham distiller, because he re- 
fu.swd to give them whisky, the hold-up 
and robl>ery of two while women at 
Thomas, and numerous minor crimag. 
A quiRifity of Mtoleu property was 
liw ated by Harris and recovered. H<*iirT 
Kiuiberly is now in the Muitentiary for 
some of t he orl^jM oonwmA by Harris.

This 
record s'nows that I.-j c om'ia.'rrations ha\ e 
taken place as eo:itraste;l wiUi only 
eight of any note in the picvum- sea.soii. 

Mho .lournal says; It is iiiipu.ssiiilc to 
cstiin.itc the actual loss that has <«■- 
ciirred tlinju.t^h these fires on lio.ird 
sliips. In tmiy a limited nuinlx-r of 
eases has the statement of loss been 
even appioximaied in the re; ,irts 
available lor compilation. Not only thi' 
actual damage to cargoes on vessels, by 
tire and water, niu.st be included in 
niaJ.ing iiu an aggregiKe siateinuni of 
riich |i>.s,~, HO. .ever, liut al.-^o tlie d( iay

.Indge Gaynor of this city had Uwn in- 
vited to make one of the party, biit 
owing to his having to appear beto e 
the Fridar investigating committee, he 
wiui unable to go. 

Tlie partionlars raooived here in re- 
gard to the reported aoddeut were very 
meager, oud efforts made to confirm the 
report, both in this city and iu New 
York, where Mr. Zeiglsr has resided for 
some time, were without avail. The 
renort, however, was generally credited. 

William Zeiglor was born at Musca- 
tine, la., about f>2 years ago. He organ- 
ized the Royal Baking Powder company 
with a capital of |«0,000. Some yeois 
later a dispute arose amoiitf the partners 
iu reg.ird to his int^'rest iu tlie concern. 
The case was taken to the courts, and 
Zeiglnr was sustained iu his couteutiou 
as to his share. He afterward sold his 
shaie to the other membe.s of the com- 
jia.-iy fur <M.(K10,lMlO. lie iiivesled lar;,'e 
ly in real est. .to in this city, and Liter 
organized the Cre. 'in Powder company 
of New .leisey, and also the Price iiak- 
iug Powder coinp iuy of ChiraKo. 

For a time he was largely ml ir-ted 
iu politics in this city, ;'.iid in l->'./l he 
was iinininaie<l as the liepublican can- 
dniate for mayor of Brooklyn. He re- 
fused, hov. .n ,r. to acctpt the nomina- 
tion and H iiiy A. Myer was substi- 
tuted, lie being defeated by David A.

York .Journal of Commerce, died lust 
ni^ht at his home in Bnioklyn. Hi- 
deuh resulted from a complication o: 
heart troubles, after an illness of about 
a month. 

David M.irviii Sione was born in Ox 
ford, Conn., Dec. i>ilT. In De.-e.n- 
lier, |s; tV'. he bi^caiiie coiuiiierci.il cdiror 
of (he New '^ orL .lournal ol ( 'ommerci'. 
and in I8<il he sjucceeded Willi. iiii Ii. 
l*iime as e litor in-ehief. which position 
iie held iin; ll a year or two ago, when 
li« n.'l lied. He was presid,.nt of the 
New York As.so* laled l*ie.-.s for ■,'."> \ eM - 
in his y«»uiiger day.s iie \wo.e lui n..;;,., 
^iues. Several uf his published works 
have passed through a number of 
editions.

MELD WITHOUT BOND.
